To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, we herewith submit our report for the year ending 
December 31, 1926, together with the reports of various other 
county officers to which we would respectfully call your atten- 
tion for information in detail of the work accomplished in 
county affairs. 

During the past four years that the County Farm has 
been under the management of Supt. and Mrs. B. F. Sherman, 
there has been marked improvement along every part of the 
institution, and the comfort and welfare of the inmates have 
been of first importance in their administration. Although 
the spring was very backward there was an abundance of 
crops as will be noticed in Mr. Sherman’s report. We note 
with satisfaction the result of the tuberculine test of the cattle 
which was 100 per cent. 

Perhaps the greatest achievement which has been accom- 
plished in the past year along improvements is the remodel- 
ling of a part of one of the buildings into a House of Correc- 
tion. These include a dormitory and cell arrangement with 
an office or receiving room, clothing closets, shower bath, toil- 
ets, and lounging room, the whole being as nearly fire proof 
as it is possible to make. This building will accommodate 30 
prisoners, there being 25 beds in the dormitory, and a cot in 
each of the five cells. All of the windows are of the most up to 
date kind thus making the ventilation an assured success, and 
each window is fitted with a full size screen made of fine and 
coarse copper wire. The contract for this work was accorded 
to Glenroy W. Scott, construction engineer for $15,000.00, it be- 
ing done through the committee authorized from the Cheshire 
County Delegation which consisted of John H. Dickinson of 
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Winchester, Fred D. Johnson of Westmoreland, Leston M. Bar- 
rett of Keene, and the county commissioners. At this time we 
wish to thank Messrs. Dickinson, Johnson and Barrett for their 
co-operation in helping carry out the work to the satisfactory 
results attained. The House of Correction is already paid for, 
and there are no outstanding notes or bonds. We earnestly - 
hope that the citizens of the county will be interested in visiting 
the different buildings at the Farm and see for themselves what 
has been accomplished. 

We sincerely thank Mr. and Mrs. Sherman for the many 
courtesies extended to us throughout the past year and the 
interest they have manifested in the persons entrusted to their 
care. Also to their assistants who have helped in carrying on 
the work of the institution, we extend our hearty appreciation.

SPECIAL MEETING 
CHESHIRE | GOUNT WY BPELEGATION 


May 20, 1926. 

In accordance with a call issued by the County Commis- 
sioners, a meeting of the Cheshire County Delegation was held 
at the County Farm in Westmoreland. 

The meeting was called to order at 11:30 a. m. by Chair- 
man William J. Callahan, who read the eall. 

The Clerk, George H. Dunean, being absent, George F. T. 
Trask was appointed clerk, pro tem. 

On motion of Dickinson of Winchester a recess was taken 
to give the members of the Delegation an opportunity to look 
over the proposed changes in the House of Correction. 

The meeting was again called to order at 1:30 P. M., and 
on roll call the following members were found present: Bragg, 
Farr, Stone, Callahan, Newman, Reed, Seavey, Barrett, Empey, 
Gates, King of Keene, Trask, Dickinson of Winchester, John- 
son, King of Walpole, Smith, Buckminster. 

Johnson of Westmoreland offered the following resolution 
and moved its adoption: Be it resolved that the resolution 
adopted by the Cheshire County Delegation April 30, 1925, and 
reported on page 446 of the County Commissioners’ Report for 
the year 1925, by which the sum of Sixteen Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($16,500.00) was appropriated for the con- 
struction of a jail building, be rescinded, and that no action 
be taken on the resolution. 

Empey of Keene and King of Walpole asked for informa- 
tion. © 

Chairman Callahan explained that the resolution was in 
violation of the statute regarding jails. 

The resolution was adopted on roll eall. 

County Commissioner Grace A. Richardson submitted the 
following report of Special Committee on House of Correc- 
tion: 
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‘‘Report of Committee to investigate the House of 
Correction needs at County Farm. 

‘<The committee appointed to investigate jail condi- 
tions have had several meetings and have carefully 
considered the situation at the County Farm. With 
the high cost of labor and material together with 
the cost of transporting material for the building of a 
new House of Correction, it was the consensus of opin- 
ion that the sum of-$16,500 authorized by the Delega- 
tion to spend for erecting such a building was inade- 
quate to meet the expense ‘of same. 

‘“At one of the meetings it was suggested that the 
Committee visit the farm for the purpose of examin- 
ining one of the buildings with a view of remodelling 
a part of said building into a House of Correction, 
provided it seemed a feasible thing to do. After this 
was done and the results looked promising, it was de- 
cided to have expert advice on the advisability of such 
a plan, and Glenroy Scott, Construction Engineer, was 
engaged to go over the building for that purpose. Mr. 
Scott reported that the building in question was sound 
and could be made over to very good advantage for 
jail purposes. 

‘‘ After some discussion relative to the advisability 
of having all cell arrangement, and consulting with 
Mr. Ahearn, Secretary of the State Board of Charities 
and Corrections, it was decided that a cell and dormi- 
tory plan be adopted, and Mr. Scott was instructed to 
draw plans and submit them to the Committee with 
specifications, which we have approved and recom- 
mend for your consideration.

submitted to the delegation by the investigating com- 
mittee; said remodeled building to be used as a 
House of Correction; and said building shall be remod- 
eled under the direction and supervision of the County 
Commissioners and a committee of three from the 
County Delegation.’’ 


General discussion followed. Johnson of Westmoreland 
explained reasons for change of plan, among which was 
economy in upkeep. 

Glenroy W. Scott, Construction Engineer, was called upon 
to explain plan of construction of proposed change. 


On motion of Empey of Keene, resolution adopted without 
dissent. 


On motion of Johnson the following resolution was adopt-. 
ed without dissent: 

‘‘The County Commissioners are hereby authorized 
to issue bonds of the County, if necessary, to the 
amount of fifteen thousand five hundred dollars, in 
denominations of two hundred, five hundred, or one 
thousand dollars with interest at four per cent per 
annum, or notes of the County bearing the same rate 
of interest, said bonds or notes to be payable at the 
rate of two thousand dollars annually until fully paid, 
the proceeds thereof to be used for construction of 
said House of Correction.’’
